| RELIEF PROMISED TODAY, 


Dealers Join Hands in Meeting 
Present Need; Tribune“ Se- 
cures Supply for Sick 
Babies. 


Thousands of babies in Chicago cried for 
milk yesterday, went unsatisfied for twenty- 
four hours, and again today face the prob- 
ability that they will get only a portion of the 
supply their need 

This most serious phase of the raflroad tie- 
up through heavy fall of snow assumed crit- 
ical proportions by noon when it was re- 
ported that milk trains from several direc- 
tions long due had not arrived. Severa trains 
had not even moved from the shipping points. 

As night came, and there still was failure of 
delivery, the situation became more acute. 
Hospitals reported to Tun Tripuns that pa- 
tients depending upon milk for subsistence 
had been deprived of it. Children’s homes 
and asylums in several instances were with- 
out their daily supply, and nurses and at- 
tendants were forced to listen to pitiful pleas. 

Physicians reported the milk famine to 
ha ve had a bad effect on patients needing the 
nourishment, and predicted fatal conse- 
quences with ae continuation of conditions, 


“Tribune” Aids One Hospital. 


One hospital for children, where sixty- 
seven boys and girls, the majority under 6 
years of age, are cared for, reported to Tus 
TRIBUNE at 7 o clock in the evening that they 
had not had a drop of milk during the day. 
Tue TRIBUNE made an emergency demand 
upon one of the leading dairy companies, and 
a supply was rushed to the hospital. 

Several dairy companies adopted a policy 
of expediency during the day, and sent out 
special “‘ milk for babies only "' wagons, in- 
structing drivers to deliver only where babies 
and children were suffering for want of the 
lacteal fluid. 

From the suburbs came insistent demands 
for milk, but several. communities had none 
at all during the day. Others were supplied 
with stock two days old, which was received 
gindly in lieu of nothing better,

I it is necessary we will stop taking any 
cream and send every drop that my cows 
produce,“ she said. 

Milk distributers held out some hope to 
suffering children and invelids by declaring 
that many of the overdue trains would ar- 
rive through the night with supplies sufficient 
for today. This will afford only temporary 
relief, however, for another severe snow 
storm will tie up railroad traffic worse than 
it has been. Dealers say they are powerless 
to meet the emergency if the trains fail to 
make delivery in Chicago, 

All sorts of expedients were resorted to 
during the day to get milk into the congested 
districts and to places where its lack caused 
the greatest amount of suffering. Small 
dealers in outlying districts drove their wag. 
ons to the farms, collected the milk them- 
selves, when the farmers were unable to 
deliver it at the stations, and then distributed 
it in certain sections late into the night. 


Shares Supply with Rivals. 


One large milk concern on the south. side, 
whose trains fortunately arrived early in the 
day, shared its supply with rival concerns 
and thus helped to ameliorate conditions in 
one locality. 

Heads of various companies, when ques- 
tioned as to the policy they would adopt to 
meet famine conditions, without exception 
said: 

„We will instruct our drivers to deliver 
first to homes where there are babies and sick 
people. Then we will supply as fast as we 
can our regular customers.” 

Manufacturing industries which consume 
large quantities of milk were forced to sus- 
pend operations in certain departments and 
were informed that there was no telling when 
the regular supply could be resumed. 

Hotels and restaurants generally had suffi- 
elent supply on hand to tide them over a day, 
but will encounter difficulty in furnishing 
milk to patrons if conditions do not become 
normal today or tomorrow. 


City Requires Million Quarts. 


Chicago's daily mik and cream supply is 
nearly 1,000,000 quarts. Many of the trains 
bearing. this supply are supposed to arrive 
in the city at midnight of the morning on 
which delivery is made, By noon it was esti- 
mated that not one-quarter of this amount 
had been delivered, | 

Fortune favored companies whose supply 
comes from the southwest.’ Trains carrying 
milk to South Chicago arrived on time and 
there was no distress in that quarter. But 
the entire west and northwest field was stag- 
nant. Late at night trains laden with milk 
were reported still stalled in the snow drifts, 

Barly in the morning the Bowman dairy 
began delivery of milk only to homes where 
there were babies and sick persons. After 
these had been cared for the supply was 
shared among regular patrons, . 

The Ulrich Dairy company in Forest Park 
accomplished the same result by labeling the 


firet wagon out “ Babies” Wagon and re- 


fusing to deliver any milk until the ¢hil-

Relief for Hospital Babies.

Indorsement on Checks. 

I aleo finds that Helke indorsed several 
checks made out by the acting disbursing 
agent of the collector's offices, which were 
a refund supposedly to cover overweights, 
when, as a matter of fact, the checks repre- 
sented a gain to the sugar trust in duties 
stolen by underweights. 

Henry L. Stimson and Winifred T. Deni- 
son, epecial counsel employed by the gov- 
ernment, have been working up Secretary 
Heike’s case for months, but it was only re- 
cently they obtained evidence which war- 
ranted them going before the grand jury.

Balfour Issues Manifesto, 

As @ final appeal Mr, Balfour and Mr. 
Chamberlain tonight tssued:a joint manifesto 
tothe country. Iteays: 

“ Tariff reform will not increase the cost of 
living of the working classes nor the propor- 
tion of taxation paid by them, but it will en- 
able us to reduce the present taxes on arti- 
cles of working class consumption and de- 
velop our trade with British dominions be- 
yond the seas.“ 

Mr. Balfour also issued a4 brief manifesto 
under his own signature, saying: 

This is an election the far reaching impor- 
tance of which no man can measure. The re- 
sulte must be for good or for evil, must affect 
the employment of our people, the security of 
our shores, and the greatness of our empire. 
May every citizen act as knowing that on 
him in part depends the issue of this great 
controversy.’’

There were 
displays mads of British and German bread 
as object lessons, and there was much trou- 
ble over the liberal allegations that the Ger- 
man poor subsisted on unpalatable black 
bread and horse flesh. Then a German baker 
in London came forward to testify that the 
alleged black rye bread was a luxury and 
he had a cohfract to supply it regularly to 
Buckingham palace.

All surety companies which annually have 
reaped lucrative profits from the bond busi- 
nessa done in the federal courts will be barred 
from the court of Judge Kenesaw M. Landis. 

dudge Landis yesterday announced that 
he never again would approve a bond signed 
by @ surety company, and thet hereafter de- 
fendants in criminal cases, receivers, and 
others who wish to give bond will have to 
get their friends to act in the capacity of 
bondsmen in order to obtain the approval 
of the court. 

The reason given by Judge Landis for his 
ruling in the surety bond business is that the 
companies recently formed a trust 


agree- 
ment to raise the price of all bonds, and that 


this action is in reality a holdup." In some 
instances, he declared, the companies have 
— their prices as much as 300 per 
cen 

Landis Minces No Words. 

“TI can merely state, said he, “that in the 
future I will refuse to approve any bond 
signed by a surety company. It has become 
so that the bond proposition has been re- 
duced to a cold and calculating business, and 


| all personal responsibility eliminated. The 


companies have raised their prices also, and 
I do not intend to stand for it.“ 

The judge sald that he had been consider- 
ing the matter for some time, and after in- 
vestigating the proposition thoroughly had 
arrived at the conclusion that the surety 
companies were charging extortionate rates, 
and that his court, in justice to defendants 
and others, could not approve such a busi- 
ness. 

Following his announcement Judge Landis 
conferred with District Attorney Edwin W. 
Sims, and informed him of his decision re- 
garding the companies. In al! calses, he in- 
formed Mr. Sims, personal bondsmen would 
be necessary. 


No Sentiment; Just Business, 

* Of course the bond question has become 
a purely business proposition, said Mr, 
Sims. “In receiverships and other legal 
actions the surety companies have been in 
the practice of furnishing the bonds. Per- 
sonal bondsmen in these cases are exceeding- 
ly rare. I understand the companies have 
increased their rates during the last year.” 

The action of Judge Landis in barring the 
surety companies is the first of its kind. It 
is declared that the ire of Judge Landis was 
aroused when he learned that the companies 
had held a meeting in New York and agreed 
on the increase in rates. Atpresent the rates 
charged by the surety concerns are uniform. 

George P. Foster, who handles the Chicago 
business for the Empire Surety company of 
New York, said that the action of Judge 
Landia in barring the companies would in- 
jure business rat i 


It is true,“ said he, that the companies 
increased their rates. This was done last 
March, however, and it seems to me that 
Judge Landis Has been a long time discover- 
ing it. The greatest increase was in eriminal 
bonds, because, as a matter of fact, the com- 
panies do not care for this kind of business. 
In receiverships and other court business, 
however, the increase was less than 100 per 
cent. I hope Judge Landis will reconsider 
his decision.” 

Just how the new bondsman rule wil] work 
out is a matter of conjecture only, but it is 
said that many embarrassing questions wil! 
arise when receivers and others are forced to 
go out and hunt up friends to go on their 
bonds, 


MAYOR GAYNOR’S EARS FREEZE 
IN HARD BATTLE AGAINST SNOW 


New York Executive’s Life Endangered 
on Trip to Summer Residence in Storm 
Companion May Not Recover, 


New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Gaynor was lost for a time in a snowdrift to- 
night near Syossett, L. I., while on his way 
to his country residence at St. James, where 
he had planned to spend Sunday. 

When the mayor finally reached Hicksville 
his ears were frozen and he was so weak 
he had to be helped into the house of Dr. 
Rave, where he spent the night. 

Mr. Gaynor got to Hicksville after a vain 
attempt to help Charles E. Shepard of Hunt- 
ington, L. L, editor of the Long Islander, 
who had been trying to make the village 
with him and was blown off a trestle. 

Shepards leg was fractured and he received 
internal injuries. He may die, The mayor 
only saved himself from being blown off by 
lying flat on the trestle and holding on to 
the rails of the Long Island railroad until 
he had regained in a measure his strength. 

After finishing his day at the city hall, to 
which he had walked in the morning from his 
Brooklyn residence, Mr. Gaynor took a train 
about 7 o’clock for St. James. This train be- 
came stalled in a snowdrift a mile east of 
Hicksville, and the mayor walked back to 
that village convinced it would be impossible 

to reach St. James. 

Then an east bound train arrived at Hicks- 
ville, and Mr. Gaynor boarded it, intending 
to return to Brooklyn. This train had gone 
about three miles and was near Syosset wh-n 
it, too, became stalled in a drift. Then the 
mayor decided it was just as impossible for 
him to get to Brooklyn as it was to get to 
St James, and he started to walk back to 
Hicksville accompanied by Shepard. About 
three quarters of a mile from the train they 
struck what turned out to be a trestle. While 
crossing it the editor was so weak he was 
unable to stand up against the wind, and be- 
fore the mayor could help bim he had been 
blown off the trestle. 

A trainmen with a lantern, who had fol- 
lowed the men, came up, and Mr. Gaynor 
left Shepard in his charge and went on to 
Hicksville for help, Shepard had to be car- 
ried on a litter by his rescuers,

DEEP PLOT IS ALLEGED. 


Doctor in Kansas City Said Ty- 
phoid Germs Were Taken 
Into Home, 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 14. [Special. I—It 
the Chicago physicians examining the stom- 
achs of Col. Thomas H. Swope and his 
nephew find poison therein an arrest imme- 
diately will be made that will startle Kansas 
City. ; 

It is charged that Col. Swope was poisoned 
and that an attempt was made to inoculate 
several members of the Swope family with 
typhoid germs. Three members of the fam- 
ily, including Col. Swope, died in succession, 
and nearly every member was seriously ill. 
The cause advanced for the alleged deep 
murder plot was to obtain popsession of the 
Swope fortune, which is estimated at §3.- 


Suspect High in Social Circles. 
Every detail for the apprehension of the 
person suspected of having poisoned Swope 
and attempting to inoculate other members 
of the family with typhoid germs is com- 
pleted. Five private detectives are watching 
every move of the suspected man. They 
work in night and day shifts, so that he is 
never out of sight of at least one of them. 
Usually two detectives are together in order 
that they may restrain the suspect if he 
attempts violence. 

These detectives have been shadowing the 
suspect for several weeks. County officials 
did not know of their presence until today, 
however. Heretofore they have reported to 
relatives of Swope, who employed them. 
Now, however, they are under the direction 
of the county officials. 

The suspect is a man high in social cir- 
cles here. His arrest would cause a sensa- 
tion. There are hundreds of wealthy peo- 
ple who believe in him. A prosecution 
backed by the Swope estate would precip- 
tate a battle of millions. 


Prosecutor Awaits Analysis. 


Henry L. Jost, first assistant prosecutor 
said tonight that preparations were being 
made for speedy action after the results of 
the analysis of the stomach are known. 

At this stage, Mr. Jost added, every- 
thing depends on the findings of the Chicago 
chemists. Their report, when it is finished, 
will be forwarded without delay to this of- 
fice.’’ 

J. G. Paxton, executor of the estate, and 
members of the family have definite theories 
to account for Col. Swope’s and Chrisman 
Swope's deaths, but for the present will not 
disclose them for publication. Nothing will 
be said publicly until Dr. Ludwig Hektoen 
and Dr. W. S. Haines of Chicago have re- 
ported the result of their analysis. This will 
not be until next week. 

One thing is not concealed by either Mr. 
Paxton or his advisers, and that is if; Col. 
Swope died of apoplexy, as was reported, his 
final symptoms were radically differen: from 
any within the experience of the nurses who 
attended him or of some of the oldest prac- 
titloners in Kansas City. 


Cousin’s Malady Not Questioned. 

It is pointed out that convulsions are never 
present in apoplexy. James Moss Hunton, 
Col. Swope’s cousin, died of that disease 
Oct. 1. 

He was sitting at a dinner table when 
stricken, Dr. B. Clark Hyde, husband of 
Col. Swope’s niece, was present. Mr. Hun- 
ton suddenly collapsed, as if from paralysis, 
his face reddened and the veins became dis- 
tended. No one questioned the nature of Mr. 
Hunton’s malady. , 

“But Col. Swope’s death was different,” 
Mr. Paxton said. The nurse had given 
him medicine as directed only a few minutes 
before the beginning of the end. Col. Swope 
was reading when suddenly his neck and 
arms stiffened, the head was thrown back- 
ward and he was in convulsions. The au- 
topsy held a few days ago showed that Col. 
Swope’s brain was normal.’’ 


Says Germs Were Brought In. 
Mr. Paxton declared emphatically that con- 
ditions in the Swope home precluded the 
possibility of typhoid originating there. This | 
point had been proved to his satisfaction by 
Dr. Frank Hall and other expert patholo- 
gists and bacteriologists. 

Dr. Hall was employed by Mr. Paxton and 
the Swope family especially to discover any 
possible source through which typhoid might 
have entered the house. His declaration 
that the disease culture had been brought 
in in large doses, probably on food, such as 
vegetables or meat, determined the family 
upon making a rigid investigation. The 
rapidity with which several members of the 
household had been attacked while observing 
every possible precaution excited their sus- 
picions. 

Dr. W. M. Cross, city chemist, said today 
that every case of typhoid in the Swope fam- 
ily was accounted for by conditions at the 
Swope home; that he examined these condi- 
tions and found that no one could be held in- 
tentionally responsible for the sickness and 
death from the infection. 


Thinks Milk Caused Typhoid. 

Dr. B. Clark Hyde declined today to say 
anything further about his treatment of Col. 
Swope and other members of the family. 

In a statement last night Dr. Hyde said Col. 
Swope had died of apoplexy caused by the 
rupturing of a biood vessel in the left side 
of the brain. He believed the typhoid in the 
family had been caused by milk. He would 
not discuss the assertion of scientists that 
Col. Swope's brain was normal. 

„I was down myself,“ Dr. Hyde said. “It 
was a light attack. Dr. J. W. Perkins tested 
my blood and found typhoid germs.” 


Dr. Walter S. Haines made a superficial 
examination of the stomach last night, but 
‘said his investigation was not sufficiently ex- 
tensive to determine the location of poison. 
Today he will commence a thorough chem- 
ical analysis and hopes for results soon, 
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Col. Swope, who died in October last, 1

ELECTRIC LINES SUFFER. 


Seventy Passengers Spend Night 
in Drifts Near. Elgin; Jo- 
liet Tied Up. 


Encouraged by a letup—only temporary, 
perhaps—in the snowfall by which they have 
been overwhelmed for several days, most of 
the railroads entering Chicago, by a liberal | 
use of snow plows and extra gangs,” got | 
their tracks sufficiently cleared yesterday to 
permit most of. the passenger trains, except 
those to and from the north, to resume their 
normal schedules today. ) 

Practically all trains into the city during 
the day were late, some of the tracks to.the 
north being so blocked with snow that they 
were practically impassable. Delays from 
now on, however, according to the road offi- 
cials, will be due rather to congested freight 
traffic than to snow. 

This condition, however, does not apply to 
the Wisconsin situation. In the neighbor- 
hood of Janesville, according to officials of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and the 
Chicago and Northwestern roads, the tracks 
are buried in some places under five and six 
feet of snow. Two or three days, it was said, 
will be required to clear them, although both 
roads have pressed snow plows and large 
gangs of laborers into the task of lifting the 
mantle of white. 


Small Town Industries Suffer. 

The tleup of trains to the north is beginning 
to have @ serious effect on the small towns, 
the blocked tracks making it impossible. to 
get in sufficient raw materials to keep manu- 
facturing plants going. At Waukegan it was 
reported that the American Steel and Wire 
company had been forced to close its rod mill 
because of inability to get a supply of steel 
billets. The Corn Products factory at Wau- 
kegan is running only a part of its plant be- 
cause of freight delays. 

Vice President H. R. McCullough of the 
Northwestern road, with his wife and a party 
of Chicago railroad officials, learned the 
seriousness of the situation in the neighbor- 
hood of Waukegan when they attempted to 
reach Mr. MceCulhough’s home at Lake Forest 
on Thursday. Their special train. south 
bound from Milwaukee. was stalled all night 
in the Waukegan yards. 

Early yesterday morning an extra gang 
was sent out ahead of the special, and by 
noon the tracks had been cleared sufficiently 
to let the party through. 


Electric Cars Stalled 15 Hours. 


The electric roads running out of Chicago 
are having more trouble than their steam 
competitors. On the Aurora, Elgin and Chi- 
cago third rail line cars containing seventy 
passengers were snowbound for fifteen hours 
in drifts at Wayne, ten miles south of Elgin. 
The passengers, who left the Fifth avenue 
terminal here at 5 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon, were a hungry lot when they reached 
Elgin yesterday. In addition to the snow 
blockade the electric power gave out, and 
for many hours the passengers were without 
light or heat 

The electric street car system at Joliet was 
tied up most of the day, as were all the inter- 
urbans running out of the eity. Late at night 
the tracks had been cleared partly, but it 
will require two or three days, the officials 
said, to put traffic back to a norma! basis. 

Weighted down by tons of wet snow, the 
Epworth Methodist tabernacle at Epworth 
Grove, five miles south of Belvidere, col- 
lapsed early in the morning.

Guarantors of Former Banker’s Note Pay 
$600,000 in Cash and Receive Securi- 
ties Given as Collateral. 


The signatures of John R. Walsh and his 
two sons, John W. and Richard W. Walsh, 
were affixed yesterday to the final papers in 
connection with the turning over of all the 
senior’s interest in the railroad, quarry, and 
coal properties which he formerly controlled 
to the First Trust and Savings bank as trus- 
tee for the clearing house banks. 

This was the last act on his part necessary 
to settle the note for $7,121,887 given by 
John R. Walsh & Co. and secured by $14,- 
039,000 par value of securities.

Those who buy by 
the basket, or the half ton, are paying double 
the amount at which the contract buyers get 

eir supplies. 

3 O’Gara, president of the O'Gara 
Coal company, said his firm had been able to 
get between 500 to 600 cars daily into the city 
—barely enough, he said, to keep bis patrons 
going. The O’Gara company sells to most of 
the big packers at the stockyards, and these, 
Mr. O’Gara said, had been supplied with all 
the coal they had called for. | 

„The shortage is due to the snow blocked 
railroads and to the almost impassable city 
streets, said. Mr. O'Gara. Our mines are 
working full time, with a full force of men, 
and they are getting out plenty of coal. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons are now in tran- 
sit toward the city, and if the snow lets up 
I. don’t look for a protracted shortage. 

“The streets are so clogged with snow 
that in some instances one team can deliver 
but one load a day, and while there is plenty 
of coal in some of the yards, it is next to im- 
possible to get it to customers.” 


Railroads Offer Little Help. 
Little encouragement for the coal dealers 
and consumers was offered by the railroads. 
Conditions already bad were made worse by 
the snow storm of Thursday night and yes- 
terday morning. The roads insisted that they 
were straining every effort to keep coal mov- 


~ 


ng. 

The belt lines around the city and direct 
connections between the railroads were cov- 
ered by drifts of snow that clogged switches 
and interlocking devices. The Chicago and 
Eastern llinois, which has been loading 
about 800 cars a day at the mines, of*which 
80 per cent comes to Chicago, fell off to a 
total of less than 700 cars, of which between 
400 and 450 cars came to thiscity. 


FORTY- THOUSAND APPLAUD. 
THE DARING OF AERONAUTS. 


Paulhan Makes Sensational Cross Coun- 
try Flight at Los Angeles—Experi- 
ment in Dropping Explosive Fails. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 14.—An unsuccess- 
ful attempt by Charles K. Hamilton in a Cur- 
tiss biplane to break Paulhan’s record for 
height and a cross country trip by the 
Frenchman from Aviation field to the sea and 
return were the events that held the 40,000 
spectators this afternoon, the fifth day of the 
aviation meet. 

Paulhan’s was the first cross country flight 
since the meet began and was acknowledged 
by cheers from the stands and blasts from 
ocean craft in San Pedro harbor. Because 
he did not announce his intention of making 
the flight it was not officially recognized by 
the judges. 

One of the important events of the day 
was the attempt of Lieut. Paul Beck, U. S. A., 
to drop a bag of ammunition into a meas- 
ured space from a Curtiss biplane 250 feet in 
the air. This experiment was made at the 
request of Capt. Samuel Bottoms of the coast 
artillery. The idea was to find out whether 
in time of war it would be possible for an 
airship to drop bombs into gun pits on the 
coast. 

Curtiss took Beck up to make his test. but 
the effort was a failure because of engine 
trouble. It is one of a series of army experi- 
ments on the program. 

When the dirigibles appeared, Roy Kna- 
benschue and Lincoln Beachey announced a 
speed trial for the course. The race was the 
first for this class over a prescribed course. 
Knakenschue made what was considered 
fast time—6:29 3-5. Beachey came in in 7:50. 


PERIL CONFRONTS FOULOIS. 

After having made more than fifty voyages 
with Wilbur Wright in the aeroplane which 
bears the latter’s name Lieut. Ben D. Foulois 
had his first mishap yesterday while working 
on the big machine now anchored under the 
roof of the Coliseum as a feature for the elec- 
trical show which will open at 1 o'clock today. 

Lieut. Foulois mounted a twenty-five foot 
extension ladder which was supposed to be 
braced against the aeroplane. Just as he 
reached the top the ladder slipped and fell to 
the floor with a crash. The hundreds of elec- 
tricians and painters in the building heard 
the cry of alarm and expected to see the offi- 
cer dashed to the floor. By a mere chance he 
managed to grasp the frame of the big ma- 
chine with one hand, and he dangled in the 
air until rescued. 

A final test of Nights and examination of 
decorations took place last night.

|New Grand Jury Will Take 


Up City Fuel Purchases 
on. Monday. 


CUMMINGS CASE NEXT. 


State’s Attorney Keeps Gather- 
ing Data on Foundry Com- 
pany’s Business. 


A continuation of the inquiry into city pur- 
chases of coal will be one of the important 
tasks for the January grand jury, which con- 
venes on Monday. At least one city engineer 
will be indicted on the charge of conspiring 
with the fuel companies to defraud the city, 
those familiar with the evidence in the hands 
of the state's attorney believe. 

As soon as the coal evidence is in the prose- 
cutor will present that involving the T. A. 
Cummings Foundry company, as a purveyor 
of castings used by the city. 

Im the coal inquiry one city official and 
several additional fuel dealers are sched- 
uled for subjects of grand jury action along 
with the engineer said to be involved. The 
evidence against the engineer and the deal- 
ers is ready for presentation to the inquis- 
itorial body. 

As soon as the grand jury is sworn in As- 
sistant State’s Attorneys Victor Arnold and 
Thomas Marshall will present the coal evi- 
dence, The conspiracy which Mr. Wayman 
expects to dissect for the grand jury is said 
to date from 1907, and to have brought into 
the pockets of the ring hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Bills were made out, vouched for, and paid 
by the city for coal that never was delivered, 
it is charged. The engineer in question ap- 
braves the bills for this undelivered coal, it 
is , 


Four Pumping Plants Involved. 

The system is said to have extended to 
many departments of the city, but so far 
the only evidence obtained is in connection 
with four of the municipal pumping stations. 
The engineer in question has charge of these 
plants. 

The first inkling of the fraud was obtained 
from the books and’ records taken from the 
controller’s and city engineer's depart- 
ments. On one record book the state's at- 
torney discovered that two similar bills 
had been approved and paid on the same day. 
He found the coal never had been delivered. 


have been the presentation and payment of 
duplicate bills for coal actually delivered. 
One consignment was divided between two 
plants and two bills, each for the full ship- 
ment, were put through. 

Preparatory to presenting the charges, 
against the Cummings Foundry company, 
city employés in the water works repair shops 
and contractors who had bid for the city’s 
business against the foundry concern were 
summoned to the Crimimal Court building 
and questioned by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Arnold. 

The city employés were questioned as to 
the alleged short weights and the system in 
use for checking castings before the Cum- 
mings company began to get all the business. 
Herman Popenhausen, manager of the Green 
Engineering company; C. D. Pettis, vice 
president of the Featherstone Foundry and 
Machine company, and William F. Kiemp, 
president of the William F. Kiemp company, 
who had bid against the Cummings company 
for the city’s business, were among the wit- 
nesses questioned by Mr. Arnoid. 


Progress of Merriam Inquiry. 

So far as the Merriam commission is con- 
cerned, the inquiry tinto the purchase of cast 
ings from the Cummings company is about 
concluded. Only two witnesses femain to be 
examined, Frank A. Mfller, superintendent, 
and William A. Saunders, foreman of the 
water works shops. Their turn will come 
this morning. . 

The Merriam commission turnéd over to 
Mr. Wayman all documents it had in connec- 
tion with the Cummings foundry purchases, 
and this has been supplemented by informa- 
tion which the investigators unearthed. 

The question of contract coal has not been 
taken up publicly by the Merriam commis- 
sion, but Investigator H. B. Fleming haa 
been conducting a thorough search into this 
matter for several weeks, and has had sev- 
eral conferences with the state’s attorney 
and his assistants, at which he has given 
them the benefit of the Information and doc- 
umentary evidence he has gleaned.

The company is licensed to construct and 
operate electric railways in the counties of 
Cook, Du Page, Lake, McHenry, and Will.

@ Political factor. 

As the senate bill stands at third reading. 
there is no emergency clause attached. This 
means that if. the senate bill becomes a law, 
the akiermanic candidates in Chicago and 
the rest of the state next April will be chosen 
by the old soap box plan. 

Chicago is much closer to the chance of 
voting directly upon the proposition of 
“shall Chicago become dry territory?“ than 

_ Chicago imagines. In the downstate cities, 
without a single exception, the wet and dry 
fasue is the only issue and the issue which 
everybody faces without regard to the tariff 
and the rest of the issues which usually 
divide political parties. 

The politicians, particularly the congress- 
men, are looking to renomination, but the 
real battle down state, when the crisis ar- 
rives, is whether the local option laws shall 
de enforced. Control of downstate city coun- 
cils and village boards will depend largey 
upon the forthcoming elections. 


Cannot Down Option Question. 

In Chicago the saloon proposition is an in- 
evitable issue at the April elections. Political 
leaders downstate will have to take sides on 
the wet and dry question lecally. This prop- 
osition has been injected into the precarious 
situation in which the direct primary bill 
finds itself tonight. : 

Dealing directly with the political aspect of 
the case and forgetting the local option issue, 
which his most peculiar, to say the least, sup- 
porters of the state administration believe 
tonight that the entire Democratic strength 
in the senate will be recorded for the commit- 
tee primary bill when the battle is reopened 
next Tuesday morning. Four Republican 
senators who wabbled yesterday are counted 
upon as certain supporters of the measure 
upon the question of reconsideration. This is 
information which emanates from the execv- 
tive office and should be classed as official. 

The records upon the executive floor of the 
capitol appear to be Conclusive that the Dem- 
ocrats in the senate will deliver. the Demo- 
cratic goods, otherwise there will be no direct 
primary law: 

Deneen Forces Are Confident. 

The administration tonight is sufficiently 
confident concerning conditions in the house 
as to give out the assurance that the house 
subcommittee will report through the regu- 
lar house committee a bill providing for a 
di primary which will be offered to the 
h Tuesday morning and be in readiness 
for Passage on Thursday. 

We do not fear the issue whatever,” was 
the comment of a conservative administra- 
tion leader this afternoon. “‘We have enough 
votes in sight to force the issue next week. 
We will seek a roll call finally and definitely. 
in the senate op Tuesday, and we expect to 
win upon the bill as it now stands in the 
senate. We expect to have enough votes in 
the houge not later than Thursday next to 
pase what amounts to the identical meas- 
ure. 

Gov. Deneen is not sure that he wil go to 
Washington for the meeting ot the governors 
that was Arranged during the river trip. With 
the primary and waterway bills at a crisis he 
ie not willing to leave Springfield, and there- 
by turn over the reins of state to Lieut. Gov. 
Oglesby and the presidency of the senate to 
President Pro Tem Hamilton of St. Clair 
county. 


Many Leaders on Way. 

Gov. Deneen has not made up his mind 
upon this point, however. There appears to 
be a big doings in prospect at Washington, 
with the bulk of the Chicago and downstate 
politicians already headed for the national 
capital. 

So far as any one seems to know in Spring- 
geld there will be no big politics doing in 
Washington next week, but the list of de- 
partures already is sufficiently large to 
assure a quorum for the transaction of guch 
business as is necessary for the desires of the 
Republican organization in Illinois.

Puccini's “Madama Butterfly has fared 
exceptionally well at the hands of the opera 
producers in this country. Mr. Savage's 
original production in English was one of 
great pictorial beauty and completeness and 
of true musical excellence; the Metropolitan 
company of New York cam easily count its 
presentments of the popular work among its 
best and most perfected achievements. and 
last evening at the Auditorium the Boston 
organization accorded the opera another per- 
formance in all ways admirable and artistic. 
Fortunate in truth is a composer of the pres- 
ent day who has scored one pronounced suc- 
cess. He then can dictate and stipulate con- 
éerning his subsequent creations, and thus 
assure them oorrect and effective presenta- 
tion. 

The Auditorium contained a large audi- 
ence last evening—the largest of the Boston 
company's engagement with the exception of 
that of the opening night. The reason for 
the increased. attendance was hot difficult 
to discover. In the first place the pathetic 
story of the betrayal of trusting little Cio- 
Cio-San is one which has gained a strong 
hold on the public at large, the Puccini music 
also enjoys uncommon favor, the cast last 
evening was 4 promising one, and what is 
still more gratifying, the excellence of the 
Boston company’s work is beginning to be 
recognized. 

The bite is awakening to the fact that 
beautiful performances of grand opera are 
being given at the Auditorium and if the 

engagement was of four instead of 
two weeks’ duration there ls good reason for 
believing that by the end of that time still 
more liberal patronage would be forthcom- 
ing. As it is, Chicago is showing itself alive 
to the merit of: Mr, Russell and his singers 
and is accepting the offerings in the appre- 
ciative spirit which they deserve. 

— 

The performance was another mark placed 
to the eastern organ ons credit. That 
the presentment will grow mellower and 
finer With a few more repetitions is believed, 
but this belief does not lessen the admira- 
tion felt for what is already accomplished. 
„% Madame Butterfly” is a work which de- 
pends for ita success upon the exact co-:

Theodore Thomas Orchestra. 


Liszt's E-flat Concerto for piano provedthe 
sensational feature of yesterday afternoon's 
concert by the Thomas orchestra in Orches- 
tra hall. That this hackneyed and tawdry 
composition which has been served up to us 
at least once a season for nearly every year 
since orchestra music began to have any ex- 
istence in Chicago should arouse our inter- 
est and create a new impression must mean 
that unusual conditions had to do with its 
presentment. 

The conditions were unusual yesterday. 
They were made so through the appearance 
of the pianist Ferrucio Busoni as the 
soloist. It had been expected that he would 
play the work bfilliantly and compellingly, 
but expectation had not prepared for a per- 
formance so strongly individual and so au- 
thoritative as was the one he gave. It was in 
many respects the most beautiful, the clear- 
est, and the most masterful interpretation of 
the familiar work that I ever have heard, 
and a full score of years are included in my 
period of listening to it. 

Mr. Busoni impressed as one who had so 
mastered the concerto in its every detai) and 
its every aspect that it had become abso- 
lutely his own. He played it not as a thing 
he had learned but as a thing which he 
thought, and we who heard were merely for- 
tunate listemers ag he put hig thoughts into 
form through the medium of the key board. 


— 

There was something about his manner of 
playing which was impressively big. The 
piano seemed a small, almost frail instrument 
under his hands, and his treatment of it 
seemed that of some strong man Who handled 
a tool or a toy which he easily. could crush 
but. which instead he handles with gentle- 
ness and a certain tenderness and affection. 
He was so completely above the technic of 
the instrument. that attention to the me- 
chanics of plano playing required no consid- 
eration at His hands. He expressed the mu- 
sical. thoughts and ideas that were Liszt's 
and also his own and expressed them with 
the certainty, the authority, and the poise of 
one who never for an instant doubts himself 
or the worth of that which he voices. 

It. was a performance technically remark- 
able—clear to the point almost of hardness, 
yet stopping just short of being such, gentle 
in exceptional measure, yet never weak or 
wanting in climax, tonally finely varied and 
unfailingly beautiful. And interpretatively 
it was individual and personal to a degree 
which sticklers for tradition and re- 
spect for the composer’s ideas would prob- 
ably have found ‘too free, but so masterful 
was the reading that it held every listener 


tense and compelled unqualified enthusiasm. 


The closing section was taken at a whirl- 
wind tempo—so much so that Mr. Stock and 
his men had to scramble to keep along. An 
encore was unavoidable and was accorded in 
the Liszt “La Campanella,” played with 
wonderful clarity but with so much of Hberty 
in tempo and nuance that the performance 
did not rise to the level of that accorded the 
Concerto.

Bears Are Foreed to Stop Fall 
to Prevent Absolute Panie 
in the Pit. 


New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The cotton 


market today saw the wildest hours of trad- | 


ing in the history of the exchange, and prices 


‘tumbled to levels that show a loss of 276 ; 


points, or $13.80 a bale, on option from the 
crest of this season's bull movement, reached 


on Dec. 30. 

The bears, who have been knocking the 
props from under the cotton prices all the 
week, became alarmed at the panic which 
was threatened this afternoon, and in the 
height of the demoralization took over 25,000 
bales of May cotton at $13.90, twenty points 
above the low level of the day. 

At one time the price dropped $5 a bale in 
less than an hour. The news that the leaders 
had sold their holdings, thereby pocketing 
millions, supplemented @ break in railroad 
and industrial stocks. It brought on to the 
market such a volume of long cotton that 
prices declined ten and fifteen points between 
sales. In cotton parlance 100 points are equal 
to a cent a pound. A bale of cotton weighs 
500 pounds. Martins were wiped out in a 
twinkling. 


Many Are Hard Hit. 

The decline from the high to the low of the 
day means a minimum loss of $6.10, for the 
rules of the exchange do not permit of trades 
in less than 100 bale lots. There were few 
who could withstand such a drafn on their 
purses, following, as it id, declines earlier 
in the week. The drop from the high price of 
the season on the minimum lot of 100 bales 
means à loss of $1,400. Many traders had 
been purchasing lots of 1,000 bales or more 
recently, confident that 17 cent cotton was 
only a few, weeks off. Prices gut have 
gone fuss debw where they did had not cer- 
tain brokers who supply the mills with cotton 
stepped into the ring and bid liberally for 
ljerge lots once the prices got below 14 cents 
a pound. They took all the offerings possible, 
accumtlating probably 100,000 bales in all. 

Just how the panic started few know. Many 
suspected that. the leaders in the movement 
were fast getting out the market. These sus- 
pictons remained unconfirmed. Then a story 
gained circulation that Eugene G. Scales, one 
ot the quartet of leaders, was to be sacrificed 
by the others, W. P. Brown, Frank B. Hayne, 
and James A. Patten, the Chicago wheat 
speculator. 

Scales movements have been followed 
closely for days. ‘This afternoon he left the 
prokerage office of Carpenter, Baggot & Co. 
for that of Springs & Co. in the Cotton Ex- 
change building. A few minutes later Springs 
& Co. offered several lots of the May option, 
totaling in all, it is estimated, 36,000 bales. 
The report spread that Scales is out of the 
market and the collapse in prices followed. 


Scales’ Winnings Are $8,000,000. 

Mr. Seales was credited, a few days ago, 
with having amassed a fortune of $8,000,000 
on the cotton advance. The gains of his part- 
ners are estimated at from $1,500,000 to 
$3,000,000. They began buying cotton when it 
was quoted at 8% cents. That was about a 
year ago, They deducted that the long winter 
drought in Texas, the banner cotton state, 
coupled with the ravages of the boll weevil 
throughout the belt, would limit the season's 
yield to 10,000,000 bales or less. The demands 
of the world’s mills are 13,500,000 bales. That 
they guessed well wes shown a month ago,. 
when the government confirmed their esti- 
mate, 

According te a story gained from insiders, 
the bull pool has been carefully engineered. 
At each rise in price its members would un- 
load some of their holdings, and when the 
top notch was reached they did this sys- 
tematically, but kept the market from col- 
lapse by steadying buying orders. Then 
when they had finally got rid of all their hold- 
ings they were not content to let the market 
take care of itself, but - tually turned bulls 
to help the spot cotton men. 

One report has it that other members of the 
pool whipsawed Patten of Chicago, and that 
on the most recent dealings he was caught 
for a good loss. There is no way of confirm- 
ing this. It is certain, however, that houses 
which have a large western following have 
been doing a big business in cotton.

Miss Eliza W. Bowman, active in philan- 
thropic circles until two months ago, died 
yesterday morning at the residence of her 
nephew, Dr. Fred A. Bowman, in Leon, Ia., 
at the age of 82 years. Nearly forty years 
of her life had been passed in charitable 
work in Chicago. 

Miss Bowman was connected with the IIII- 
nois Women's Press association for nearly 
twenty-five years. She was long matron of 
the Home for the Friendless and for 
about sixteen years was matron of the News- 
boys’ home. She began at the age of 16 as a 
teacher in the deaf and dumb asylum at 
Indianapolis.

RESULT OF OLD SCANDAL. 


Several Other Councilmen Already 
Couvicted on Charges. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 14.—[{Special,]}—Presi- 
dent E. H. Jennings and Vice President F. A. 
Griffin of the Columbia National bank, for- 
mer Republican City Chairman Max G. Les- 
lie, former Councilman Charles Stewart, and 
F. F. Nicola, a capitalist, were arrested today 
on warrants charging them with conspiracy. 
The charge resulted from efforts to cause the 
selection of the Columbia. National bank asa 
city depository. 

In addition Leslie is charged with perjury, 
and still another information charges him 
with misdemeanor and alleges that for two 
Fears he made a business of soliciting the aid 
of councilmen to influence legislation. 

The charges are the result of the graft scan- 
dals of 1008, when it was brought out that 
councilmen had been paid money to vote for 
six depositories. Officers of other banks who 
were found guilty had taken an appeal tothe 
Superior court. 


Say Councilman Asked $17,000. 

It is charged in the writs that in May, 1908, 
Stewart, as a councilman, solicited from Grif- 
fin the sum of $17,000 for his vote and official 
influence in favor of the ordinance which au- 
thorized the Columbia National bank as a 
depository. It also is charged that Nicola m- 
stigated this move on the part of Stewart. 

Griffin is charged with conspiring to de- 
fraud the city by corrupting members of the 
council, and it is further charged that he 
promised certain members $25,000 for their 
votes and influence in favor of the ordinance. 
Leslie ig charged with receiving $22,500 to 
influence councilmanic votes, and further 
that before the grand jury investigating this 
charge he perjured himself in denying that 
he had received any payments for any pur- 
pose whatever from any of the men named. 

District Attorney Blakeley gave out the 
following statement: — 

The decisions are based upon testimony 
taken b@fore the grand jury. I had hoped 
that the Superior court would decide the ap- 
peals in the graft cases now’pending before 
it adjourned. Now no decisions can be looked 
for until the first week in March. It is there- 
fore impracticable for me to defer further 
action until that time owtng to the fact that 
the statute of limitations might run before 
final action had been taken.“ 


How “Graft’’ Was Uncovered. 

The first bomb in the graft ’’ es was 
exploded in December, 1208, wh veral 
members of the council, together with W. R. 
Ramsey and A. A. Vilsack, president and 
cashier, respectively, of one of the big down 
town banks, were arrested. 

It then was disclosed that detectives, head- 
ed by Rabert Wilson of Scranton, had repre- 
sented themselves to be members of the offi- 
cial board of a wood block paving company 
and conspired with the councilmen to award 
them the contract for paving certain streets 
in the city with the blocks which their al- 
leged company manufactured. 

In the meantime another investigation re- 
vealed the fact that several of the banks in 
the city were in a similar conspiracy and 
had agreed to turn over to the big six 
leaders in both branches of the council large 
sums of money in case they could be selected 
as city depositories. 

The councilmen arrested last year were: 
William Brand, president; Capt. John Klein, 
Joseph C. Wasson, Hugh Ferguson, and W. 
H. Melaney. Jacob Soffel, T. O. Atkinson, 
Charles Stewart, and Henry W. Bolger also 
were arrested in connection with the cage. 
All were convicted and their appeals now 
are under consideration.

MADRID, Jan. 14.—Eighty army officers 


Were arrested today in connection with the 


reecntly discovered plot by the Conservatives 
to overthrow the government with the aid of 
the army. Prince Pignatelli, charged with 
implication in the conspiracy, also was taken 
into custody. King Alfonso, sitting as presi- 
gent of the cabinet, ordered the drastic action. 

The arrest of the officers was made at the 
Military Club bullding, which was surround- 
ed by the police early in the morning. More 
than 200 officers in all are alleged to have 
been implicated in the plot. The Military 
club was closed, 

The prisoners were sent to various provin- 
cial fortresses pending trial by court mar- 
tial. The colonels of the princes and queens’ 
regiment were relieves of their commands by 
roval decree. Count de Villar, who was re- 
moved as captain general of Madrid, was 
succeeded by Gen. Rios.

MADRIZ GRTS HIGHER SALARY. 


Nicaragua Will Issue $250,000 
in Bonds to Pay Debts. 


REPORT OF BATTLE IS FALSE. 


American Appeals to Consul Alter Seiz- 
ure of Residence.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 14.—-[Special. ] 
—Political offices are becoming valuable 
from a Nicaraguan -standpoint. A specia! 
committee has recommended an increase in 
Madriz’ salary from $1,200 to $7,000 gold an- 
nually and the other high officials propor- 
tionately. 

The government has issued $250,000 gold 
custom house bonds at 25 per cent interest 
and redeemable in import duties. The issue 
is intended to redeem the monopolistic bonds 
held by the Zelaya family. The new bonds 
are not monopolistic. 

A peace agreement between the opposing 
factions Is expected soon, but those who 
favor intervention by the United States 
doubt the effectiveness of this agreement if 
it can be made. 


American Files a Protest. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

New York, Jan. 14.—Manuel Barrios, an 
American residing near Santa Rosa, Costa 
today appealed. to the American 
by - telegraph, protesting 
against the seizure of his house im Rivas 
by the Nicaraguan government. Rivas 
is in Nicaraguan territory, adjoining 
Costa Rican frontier. The residence of Bar- 
rios, which contained valuable personal 
property, was occupied. by soldiers and con- 


verted into a tobacco warehouse. 


Consul Olivares, on receiptof the telegram, 
visited Minister General Baca, and obtained 
immediate restitution of the property. Sefior 
Baca explained that.the house had been 
seized on the supposition that it longed to 
a person other than Barrios, who was iden- 
tified with the revolutionaty movement. 

A claim for damages will be filed.against 
the government by Barrios. 


Rumor of Battle False. : 

SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, Jan. 14. 
—The rumor which reached here two‘days 
ago to the effect that a battle had been 
fought at Acoyapa, and that the govern- 
ment troops had been defeated by the insur- 
gents, apparently was exaggerated.

ISSUE SUPPLY AND DEMAND 


Executive Says When Tide Is Back to 
Farm Problem Will Be Solved. 


Detroit, Mich, Jan. 14.—[Special. ]—Gov. 
Warner in‘an interview here today prac- 
tically ridiculed the official inquiries into the 
high prices of food instituted by Gov. Har- 
mon and others. 

There is no need for such action,’ he 
said. We are in the midst of a situation 
that in amenable to no outside remedy, and 
the only change that can possibly take place 
is one that must come from within. The 


consumer and producer must remedy the 


situation themselves, and such remedy will 
come automatically when conditions grow 
so acute as to make remedying necessary. 


Says Talk of Trust Is Absurd. 

It is absurd to talk of a trust in eggs, a 
trust of buttermakers, or monopoly of apples, 
potatoes, pork, or of any other foodstuff. It 
is purely a question of supply and demand. 
There is not enough pork, enough butter, 
eggs, potatoes, lard, etc., to supply the exist- 
ing demand at old time prices. To get food- 
stuff one has to pay accordingly. 

Take the latest census figures avaliable 
and.compare them with those of ten years 


previous and you will discover that the popn- 


Jation of the agricultural sections of Michi- 


gan bas actually decreased, This disparity 
‘in relative numbers between producer and 


consumer is wholly outside the reach of trust 
laws. : 

“So long as this condition holds prices 
will doubtless continue to rise. But when 
the prices of foodstuffs reach such a figure 
that it becomes more profitable for a man 
to go into agriculture than to seek employ- 
ment in cities we shall find the condition 
righting itself of its own accord.“

We, the oats. find that Bernard Scickowski came 
to his death from a bullet wound inflicted by 
Policeman Frank Madden of the Rawson street 
station, and we, the jury, believe that — 
Madden was migied by the circumstances to believe 
that the decedent was a holdup man attempting to 
escape arrest. We believe that Patrolman Madden 
was justified in firing his revolver, “ae ‘we exon- 
erate him from all blame 


Says Scickowski Was Innocent. 
Joseph Kurpeski, 1531 Elston avenue, told 


the jury Scickowski was innocent of any f 


crime and that the shooting was the out- 
come of an assault upon himself by Josep 
Kierstein, 1521 Elston avenue: 

* Scickowski and I were walking north in 
Elston avenue together,” said Kurpeskl. In 
front of Novak's saloon, Joseph Kierstein, 
Teofil Garnecka, 1517 Elston avenue, Frank 
Gormiak, and Skedmasolski, both of 1529 El- 
ston avenue, came out of the passageway. 

“ Kierstein stepped up and struck me a 
blow on the jaw and knocked me down. When 
I fell I shouted for help and the police- 
man came running over. Scickewéki, who 
had nothing to do with. the trouble at all,

THE DISCRIMINATING TONNAGE TAX. 


The bill “to promote the American’ 
merchant marine in foreign trade and the 
national defense and for other purposes,” 
otherwise the ship subsidy bill, proposes in 
one particular a radical change in the 
policy of the government. It increases the 
tonnage tax and makes it a discriminating 
one. 

The vessel owner pays that tax, but he 
includes it in his freight charges. The 
higher the tax the higher the freight 
rate; That was what induced congress a 
quarter of a century ago to declare that 
when any foreign nation gave up the col- 
lection of a tonnage tax or lighthouse 


as to it. The American tax has been low 
—§ cents a net ton for a single entry and 
mot to exceed 30 cents per annum—and it 
has been uniform. 5 

Now it is proposed to make the tax 12 
cents and hot to exceed 60 cents a year. 
But a rebate of 80 per cent is to be al- 
lowed to American ships carrying a speci- 
fied number of American boys to be 
trained in seamanship. The assumption is 
that this will promote the American mer- 
chant marine and increase the volume of 
freight carried under the American flag. 

What other maritime nations might 
think of this policy of discrimination if 
adopted does not perhaps matter much. 
But if adopted there would be a great 
increase in tonnage tax collections. That 
would mean an addition to freight bills. 
Only a small percentage of ocean freight 
is brought in American vessels, and 
there would be no perceptible increase in 
their number because of the tonnage tax 
preference. There is not enough in it. 

But it would be possible for the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine company and 
the Pacific Mail company, which are sub- 
sidized for cafrying the mails under con- 
tracts which obligate them to have a cer- 
tain number of apprentices, to claim that 
they were entitled to the benefit of the 
lewer tonnage tax. It would be a pleas- 
ing bonus for them. Perhaps this is one 
of the “other purposes” referred to in 
the title of the bill but not written out in 
full in it.

GOVERNMENT BY COMMISSION. 

The senate has passed without a dis- 
senting vote the bill to enable the smaller 
cities of the state, when so inclined, to 
iscard mayors and aldermen and elect 
instead commissioners to manage their 
affairs. There should be equal unan- 
imity in the other branch of the ken- 
eral assembly. It is said that it 
is the pdlicy of the house organization to 
let the bill go through without delay. If 
that had been its policy at the last ses- 
sion it would have displayed greater wis- 
dom. 

When permission shall have been 
granted the cities to change elightly the 
framework of government there may be 
some conservative ones that will cling to 
old names. But in every one there will 
be a lively discussion of the advisability 
of a change. There will be much whole- 
some stir in municipal life. Citizens will 
pay more attention to the subject of local 
government Many places will adept the 
commission plan when they get an oppor- 
tunity. Tum Trrpuns ventures to say 
that none of them will abandon it. 


CONCRETE IN MINES. 

There are many indications that the 
disaster at Cherry, considered in connec- 
tion with the frequently occurring though 
less destructive mining accidents in differ- 
ent parts of the country, ie lending em- 
phasis to the necessity of better safe- 
guards for the men who toil far beneath 
the surfate. In letters to the newspapers 
and im, discussions before engineering 
societies, the utility of concrete in mine 
construction is being urged with much 
force as likely to insure greater safety. 

At the same time a good deal of atten- 
tion is being paid to the waste attending 
mining as now usually carried on. The 
economic loss due to the legving of large 
quantities of coal in the form of support- 
ing pillars is estimated as aggregating mil- 
lions of dollars annually. The drain on 
timber resources caused by the use of 
lumber in shaft linings, supports at the 
shaft bottom, and on main roads is a 
serious one. If concrete were to be util- 
ized in construction the desired object of 
conserving valuable resources would be at- 
tained. 

The expense of such construction ap- 
pears a deterring factor when first consid- 
ered. Competition of mine interests in 
neighboring states suggests cheapness of 
mine plants. But one of the most careful 
students of coal mining problems in II- 
nois is of the opinion that both safety and 
economy would follow the general adop- 
tion of concrete. He cites the possibilities 
in shaft building in illustration. 

Under the present Lllinois law two open- 
ings are required with a minimum dis- 
tance between them of 300 feet. If the 
agitation for a separate escape shaft 
shomld result in legislation requiring what 
one correspondent calls the mine back 
door,” the expense of mine construction 
would de materially increased. By the 
employment of concrete, the engineer 
mentioned suggests that, if the rectangu- 
lar form of shaft is adhered to, the hoist-

The title of minister of finance conveys little idea 
of his power and the extent of his authority. The gov- 
ernment drink mongpoly, which yields a revenue to the 
treasury of $700,000,000, is under his control; the cus- 
toms are under his rule, and in connection therewith 
he exercises supreme command over the frontier guards, 
a military corps specially enrolled for the protection of 
the many thousands of miles of Russian ooast line 
and frontier. ? 

All new railroad projects - and concessions have to 
be thoroughly investigated by him and to receive his 
approval before being issued; while the two great rail- 
roads of the far east, namely, thé transcaucasian and 
the transsiberian lines, are entirely under his direction. 

Still another responsibility resting on his shoulders 
ia that of sanctioning the loans contracted either at 
home or abroad by the municipalities of the various 
towns and cities. No city can borrow without his con- 
sent, and once that is given the loan is virtually guar- 
anteed by the state. Kokovtseff denies that the Russian 
government needs any money from foreign money mar- 
kets, especially American and English, for gold mining, 
railroad building, and other industrial enterprises.

E. Mann,” which figures on the program of a Christ- 
mas miracle play entitled “ Bonifacius,” which has 
been successful at the Court theater at Darmstadt, con- 
ceals the identity of Grand Duke Ernest of Hesse, who 
is the playwright. The action of the play takes place 
in the eighth century in a Teutonic forest and deals 
with the conversion to Christianity of the old Ger- 
manic tribeg, through the ministrations of St. Boni- 
facius. ‘ 

While there am n number of princes of the blood 
who have figured as playwrights under assumed names, 
notably the late Prince George of Prussia, Grand Duke 
Constantine of Russia, and the late Duke Ehmar of 
Oldenburg, the ruler of Hesse is the only sovereign 
now reigning to have offered a play of his own mak- 
ing for public enteftainment. Napoleon III. is credited 
with having written a play, but it was never staged; 
while although Emperor William is known to have col- 
laborated in the writing of two or three historical 
dramas, he has left all the laurels of authorship to 
his associates. 

The grand duke of Hesse is devoted to literary and 
artistic pursuits: too mich so indeed to please his for- 
mer wife, the dashing and brilliant Princess Victoria 
Melita of England and Coburg, who since her divorce 
has become the wife of her cousin, Grand Duke Cyril 
of Russia.

While many of the foreign newspapers have called 
attention in their obituaries of King Leopold to the 
fact that at one time Napoleon III. was bent upon 
the incorporation of a portion of Belgium into the 
French empire, being willing to relinquish the remain- 
ing moiety to Germany, few people are aware that 
Leopold in 1870 put forward his candidature to the 
throne of France. This is set forth in a letter from 
Lord Odo Russell, afterwards Lord Ampthill, the Brit- 
ish plenipotentiary at the German headquarters be- 
fore Paris, to Lord Granville, then secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, and dated December. 1870. 

Bismarck, arcording to this letter, had told Russell 
that Thiers had offered to make peace and to cede Al- 
sace and Lorraine in exchange for Belgium by giving 
France to King Leopold and that Leopold, according to 
Thiers, was most favorably disposed to the scheme, 
that is to say, to the idea of becoming king of France. 
Bismarck, ‘so the letter added, rejected these proposals 
of Thiers and of Leopold.

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Big Meeting in Chicago Appoints 
Committee to Lead Legis- 
lative Campaign. 


More than 200 representatives of manu- 
facturing d mercantile corporations in 
eastern and western states yesterday voiced 
their opposition to the recently enacted fed- 
eral law requiring corporations to submit 
to a separate tax on their net incomes and 
‘to expose their accounts to public inspec- 
tion, and demanded its repeal. 

The-protestants met in the gold room of the 
Congress hotel as guests of the Illinois Man- 
ufacturers’ association, and in speeches and 
resolutions the new law was declared to be 
unjust, discriminatory, and unconstitutional, 
and the manufacturing interests of the coun- 
try were pledged individually to contest the 
law and to work for its abolition. Immediate 

of the publicity feature of the law 
was insisted upon, and the final repeal of 
the whole statute was urged. 
Deliver Blow at the Law. 

The expressed sentiment of the men pres- 
ent at the meetihg was crystalliged in the 
following resolutions, which were adopted 
ynanimously: 

„ Whereas, At a conference of representa- 
tives of corporate industries, commercial or- 

igations, and individual corporations, 

at Chicago on Jan. 14, under the au- 

pices of the Illinois Manufacturers associa- 

tion, the corporation tax law of Aug. 5, 1900, 

iw been carefully discussed and considered 
from every standpoint; and, 

“ Whereas, The representatives. of this 
conference are of the unanimous opinion that 
this Jaw as framed, is inimical not only to 
the interests of those represented, but to the 
country at large, as being at variance with es- 
fablished rights, and principles, and es- 
*pecialiy as infringing upon the domain of the 
sovereignty of the various states, as dis- 
criminating between individuals operating 
as individuals and those operating through 
corporate bodies, as granting to the federal 
congress the right, by and through a tax on 
corporate operations, to find a means to 
create revenues which might lead to exces- 
sive governmental expenditures, and es- 
pecially obnoxious by reason of the pub- 
licity which the law would give to corporate 
business as opposed to that which is car- . 
ried on by partnerships and individual en- 
terprise; therefore be it 
Resolved, That the unqualified indorse- 
ment of this conference be given to theefforts 
which are being made for the absolute re- 
peal of this act; and be it further 

Resolved, That the members of this con- 
ference pledge themselves to exercise their 
utmost endeavor to secure the codperation 
of other bodies, and other interests towards 
such repeal; that every member of this con- 
ference pledge himself to bring all 
possible influence to bear upon the various 
members of congress to secure such repeal: 
be it further * 

“ Resolved, That pending the repeal of the 
act as a whole congress be requested and 
urged to immediately abolish the publicity 
feature of the law, which is unfair, discrim- 
inatory, and unjust; be it further 

Resolved, That a committee of eleven 


power to carry out the spirit of these resolu- 
tions and test the constitutionality of the 
law if deemed advisable.’’ 


Points Out Faults of Act. 

La Verne W. Noyes, president of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ asosciation, who presided at 
the meeting, said in his opening speech: 

That corporations have, in Chicago and 
in almost every city, town, and hamlet of the 
United States, locatéd retail establishments 
next to small dealers in the same line and 
ruined them and driven them out of business 
and to poverty is known to every one of 
you; yet the publicity clause of this lew will 
do nothing to help this situation. 

“That corporations have seized, held, and 
deprived the public of great utilities that 
justly belong to the public, and have used 
them for private gain, to the enormons detri- 
ment of the public, cannot be questioned: yet 
nothing that may come out under the pub- 
licity clause of this revenue law will, in any 
Way, bring them to book or tend in that 
Cirection. 

“Specific laws to combat specific crimes 
are the rule throughout all civilized coun- 
tries. In no case, that I know of. except this 
corporation act, have the guilty and the in- 
hocent had the same punishment prescribed. 

The publieity clause, in the revenue act, 
undoubtedly went in there through inadver- 
tence on the part of the legislators.and should 
be repealed. There is no excuse for its exist- 
ence. The mischief can be easily and quick- 
ly rectified and it should be done.“ 


Opposes Law in Entirety. 

Edwin 8. Conway of Chicago denounced the 
corporation income tax law. 

“Iam unalterably opposed to the law in its 
entirety.” he said. ‘“ Corporations. should 
not be penalized; they should be encouraged. 
I take it that a few of the large trusts that 
were linked up for the restraint of trade and 
undue advantage and gain and who are pro- 
tected by an undue tariff may be perfectly 
content, and I think they are with this law. 
It is direct taxation or a direct fine on corpo- 
rate life. They can pay their fine or income 
tax on corporations and raise prices imme- 
diately and obtain relief. 

“But out of 400.000 corporations affected 
by this lew at least 350,000 were linked to- 
gether for the purpose of convenience and not 
with a hope of taking advantage of their com- 
petitore. 

“TI therefore maintain that as manufac- 
turers and business men under rate ex- 
istence we should oppose the ‘in its en- 
tirety as a piece of the rankest ces legisla- 
tion ever put on the statute books of this 
éountry.”’ “

CORN VALUES ALSO DECLINE. 


General Profit Taking Causes Sharp 
Break in All Commodities.

Wheat prices suffered the most severe de- 
cline in several weeks yesterday, and the 
close .was at about the low point of the day. 
After a firm start due to the higher Liver- 
pool cables the market weakened under a 
steady selling pressure that lasted all through 
the day. Buying support was poor, and near 
the close stop loss orders were dislodged, 
which accelerated the decline. Resting prices 
showed net declines for the day of Gitte. 
From the top price of the day May was off 
at the finish approximately 2c. ‘The heavy 
tone in other grains, with a bad slump in 
stocks and cotton on the eastern exchanges, 
were the main factors in causing holders to 
unload. Sentiment was decidedly against 
the maintenance of present values at the 
close, and apparently the market had fewer 
friends than for a long time past. 


Market Is Much Overbought. 

For several weeks the bulls in the grain 
markets have had practically their own way, 
and prices havé worked steadily higher for 
some time As a result it was the general 
impression last night that all the cereals had 


been overbought. . Recently the cash markets 


Have been inclined to drag a little, and, on 
the other hand, primary receipts have con- 
tinued to run extremely heavy, many days 
showing twice as much wheat as the corre- 
sponding day a year ago. This movement 
in the face of demoralized railroad condi- 
tions that decidedly checked the run of other 
grains was regarded as significant, many 
traders assuming from the movement that 
the government had not overestimated the 
crop. Yesterday the primary receipts were 
826,000 bu, against 308,000 bu a year ago. 
Receipts here were 19 cars, with 36 cars prom- 
ised for today. 


Commission Houses Big Sellers. 


Local shorts bought a little wheat early and 
there was a scattered demand from commis- 
sion houses which gave the market a firm 
start, but offerings were large at the advance. 
Armour, Bartlett-Patten, E. W. Bailey, 
Clement-Curtis, Kidstor, Noyes-Jackson, 
end nearly all the big wire houses had wheat 
for sale. On the downturn local traders sold 
out their wheat, and considerable long stuff 
came out on resting orders. Chapin, Lake, 
and Ware-Leland bought on the early de- 
cline. Holders of downs gave the market the 
best support on the dip. There was an ab- 
sence of new buying. however, which not 
only toook away from the market its usual 
support, but encouraged local bears to start 
gunning for stop loss orders. Late in the day 
the further radical slump in stocks and cot- 
ton again furnished an Incentive on the part 
of timid or discouraged holders to liquidate. 


Cash Grain Less Strong. 

The tone of the cash markets was less 
strong. and both the leading southwestern 
exchanges reported a slow demand. Sales 
here were 25,000 bu. Premiums here were 
not much changed relatively and cash men 
reported light offerings. Many traders are 
afraid that the big holding of cash wheat 
taken in on December.contracts will come 
on the market. The Modern Miller was bear- 
ish, reporting winter wheat in excellent con- 
dition. Argentine shipments were 296,000 bu, 
compared to 1,512,000 bu a year ago: while ex- 
ports from this country and Canada were 
2,677,000 bu, compared to 3.211,000 bu a year 
ago. Minneapolis stocks Increased 325.000 
bu for the week, and Duluth stocks gained 
350,000 bu. Large offerings of wheat in the 
country were reported from the northwest. 
Indian shipments were 296,000 bu and Aus- 
tralia shipped 2,792,000 bu. : 

Late reports from Winnipeg said that ex- 
port sales there aggregated 1,000,000 bu. Liv- 
erpool closed only ud higher, losing most of 
the early advance.

Pre- 
dictions are for better weather. Cash prices 
were c lower, with sales of 125,000 bu.

Country 
offerings continue light. 


Oats Follow Other Cereals. 

Oats followed the lead of other grains ana 
sold off under pressure of liquidating sales. 
Hulburd- Warren- Chandler and local longs 
were the leading sellers. Net losses for the 
day were 4@%c. Cash prices were ½ lower 
and shipping sales were 85,000 bu. Primary 
points had 486,000 bu, compared to 334,000 bu 
a year ago. Receipts at Chicago were 110 
cars, with 89 cars estimated inspected yes- 
terday. The country is still holding off in 
selling oats, while the eastern demand js 
excellent. 


Hog Products Close Easy. 


Receipts of hogs here and in the west were 
sensationally light, but this fact was lost 
sight of in the general selling fever that per- 
vaded the room, and, after showing moder- 
ate gains at the start, the provisiong list 
closed heavy. Pork lost 56 12e, lard was 
unchanged to 5c lower, and ribs off. 
Receipts here were only 10,000. with 35,000 at 
western points, compared to 105,100 a year 
ago. The bad traffic conditions are largely 
responsible for the light receipts, Cash trade 
is fairly good and fresh meats were a little 
higher. Foreign markets were unchanged. 
Receipts of product here were 23 cars, with 
shipments of 97 cars. 

Rye Is Scarce and Higher. 

Rye was scarce and sold at better prices, 
Sales for shipment were 5,000bu. May closed 
at 81%c bid and e asked. No. 2 was quoted 
82c, No, 8 75800, and No. 4 G5@75c. Ro- 
ceipts were estimated at 3 cars. 

Barley was steady. Malting was quoted 
68@7Tic, mixing 68@68c, and screenings 50@ 
@8c. Receipts were estimated at 25 cars. 

Flaxseed was 2¢ lower. No. 1 northwest- 
ern closed at $2.24 and No. 1 southwestern 
$2.14. Receipts none. 

Timothy seed neglected. March closed at 
contract closed at $14.90 and March $15.15. 
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prices of 8 in view of the crops raised, are 
abnormally high, and that should a selling move- 
ment once get under way, values might be estah- 
lished on a much basis.

While the visible supply figures do not Increase 
very fast, should the movement continue as large 
as now for any length of time, stocks would soon 
begin to accumulate on a larger scale. Foreign 
conditions do not promise to give the bulls any 
help, as the bullish Argentine situation ts about 
the only strong feature, and this already has been 
well discounted. 

‘The trade in cash wheat was quiet here, but 
premiums were about the same relative to the 
futures. The demand was slow. but offerings were 
not large. In the southwest the tone of the cash 
markets was heavy. The continued liberal re- 
ceipts at both St. Louis and Kansas City Is affect- 
ing sentiment at those places. Millers are holding 
off, and a good many cars have been carried over 
unsold at recent sessions. Kansas City wired that 
everything indicated a continuation of heavy re- 
ceipts, which are much larger than for the same 
time a year ago. The demand for wheat wae less 
urgent at Minneapolis, and premiume again 
were a shade lower. No. 1 northern was quoted 
Ie over the May. Winnipeg reported a big 
export demand. Cash corn was he lower. There 
was leas demand, owing to the poor wirs facilities 
east. Some of the largest shippers here reported 
no demand at all in the east. Oats were heavy 
and sold at he lower prices. Country offerings of 
both oats and corn were light. Shipping sales 
from here were 25,000 bu wheat. 125,000 bu corn. 
and 100,000 bu oats. 

Minneapolis wired: ‘‘ Elevator companies report 
country roads in better shape and that there has 
been some increase in the holdings of their country 
houres. This accumulation has been due to their 
inability to get cars. as it is poor policy to keep 
the grain in store this season on account of no 
earrying charge. There will be no big interior 
stocks of wheat in the northwest if the companies 
can help it. and this means that about all the 
available wheat will come into sight as fast as the 
railroads can move it.“ 


A Fergus Falls. N. D., message to Ware-Leland: 
In regard to the wheat situation here. I will say 
that I talked with Mr. Anderson of the Red River 
mill here and he told me the grain was not being 
hauled in as rapidly this year as it had been in 
previous years. The farmers are pretty well fixed 
and they do not seem to be willing to let it go for 
anything less than $1.00 to $1.10. There is still 
quite a little wheat in the hands of the farmers 
around here, perhaps 50 per cent“ 

John Barrett had a Minneapolis message saying 
country offerings were enormous and that No. 1 
northern at Minneapolis was i4%c over May for 
Minnesota wheat and 2%c over for North Dakota 
wheat. This was relatively lower. . 


There were rumors of a big export business in 
wheat at Winnipeg, some reports saying the sales 
had egeregated about 1. 000, 000 bu, but some of the 
local brokers who operate largely in that market 
did not take any stock in the advices. Early 
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A Chattanooga Tenn., miller wired: “‘ We have 
six men on the road working the trade hard and 
we had this morning for lees than 100 bris 
of flour. are afraid that the consumers as 
well as the fnerchants have bought too much flour. 
and that these stocks will last them until late in 
the spring; in fact. so near the next crop that the 
parties now holding wheat may be badly disap- 
pointed unless we get a better export demand.“ 

A St. Louis view of wheat: Since July 1. 1909, 
primary receipts have been about 179.000.000 bu 
practically same as last year, yet our visible is 
about 23,000,000 bu less than last year. Our re- 
celpts are 24.000.000 bu smaller than a year ago. 
If we had exported as much we would have noth- 


ing in our visible. This indicates large increase in 
home consumption.“ 


Modern Miller: ‘‘ The winter wheat where it 
has come from under the snow or ice, melted by 
the recent moderate temperature, generally pre- 
sents a satisfactory appearance. Complaints are 
not frequent. The soil is well saturated with

Packers hel4 their hog purchases down to most 
pressing needs and are expected to continue this 
policy until traneportation service improves and 
country shippers bave an opportunity to market 
hogs. which they have been buying all week. It 
is generally believed that there is much stock 
awaiting the removal of the snow blockade, which 
is impeding raflroad traffic, and packers are con- 
fident that they will be able to force prices sharply 
lower as soon as this stock comes forward. 

„We have letters from country shippers telling 
us that they have a great many hogs on hand 
which they would forward if they could get ears, 
sald a prominent commission man. The amount 
of high priced feed these hogs are consuming while 
they are being held is increasing their cost at 
such a rapid rate that present owners have given 
up all hope of recovering the money expended on 
them and they would let them come forward even 
though prices broke to $8.00 or lower.“ 

A speculator paid $9.05, a price that has been 
reached by only two loads of hogs marketed here 
since 1882. for 36 head of fancy 3%3 Ib. offerings. 
Shippers did not have to pay higher than $9.00 
| for their quota of stock and packers managed to 
keep from paying higher than $8965 for their 
supplies. 

Average ptice of hogs for the day, at $8.80, stood 
180 lower than the average a week ago. when 
packers paid up to $9.00 for several lots of fancy 
heavy packing hogs. 

There were only 80 to 90 cars of hogs on the 
market during the opening hour, when prices were 
at their zenith, and most of them were cars which 
had been received the preceding day after the 
market had closed. 

Shipping demand for fat lambs has been of 
much broader character this week, and one con- 
cern alone claimed to have forwarded 40 loads 
in the last few days. 

Hogs left over unsold from Thursday’s market 
were officially counted at 10,962 head.

IV. Relative Cost of Sugar. 


At a time when the cost of nearly all the 
necessities of life is steadily and persistently 
advancing and manufacturing expenses gen- 
erally are materially growing, it is with 
much satisfaction that your attention is 
called to we ac of granulated sugar, which 
has remained very nearly stationary during 
the past ten years, and is actually less to-day 
than in 1900, such changes as have occurred 
being in a slightly downward direction. 
There has, moreover, been no increase in the 
margin between the price of raw and refined 
sugars, which has remained on average at 
about 87 cents per 100 pounds. It is thus 
noteworthy that the entire refining business 
is done at an expense of a fraction of a cent 
per pound. This fraction includes not only 
the cost of refining, but the losses involved in 
the refining process, and in transportation, 
the wear and tear and depreciation on the 
expensive machinery used, the cost of the 
packages in which the sugar is delivered to 
the market, and finally. the refiner’s profits. 
Few, if any, necessaries of life, are sold at 
such a slight margin of profit and few can 
show with increased cost of materials and 
labor during the last decade, a reduced price. 
This is a striking illustration of the truth, 
to which public attention has recently been 
forcefully directed, that the employment of 
large capital in the economical production of 
a commodity often results in a distinct benefit 
to the consumer.

$400,000. Additions to the facilities for stor- 
ing and handling sugar have been made in 
Jersey City. Radical improvements are also 
in progress in this refinery, in connection 
with the boiler house and power systems.

„ Money has been in strong demand. The 
discount rate, on the other hand, has been 
declining. Most people look for a further 
decline in the next fortnight. We are living 
in times respecting which we have no experi- 
ence to guide us. For instance, we have no 
budget, and as a consequence the usual in- 
come tax notices are not being sent out. This 
much was expected, but it cannot fall to 
have some effect. Therefore, it is impossible 


to judge how the taxes will come in. 


It they come in well rates will probably 
be easy through January and the first half 
of February. If, on the contrary, they do 
not come in well the government may have 
to borrow large amounts which may materi- 
ally affect the condition of the money mar- 
ket.

NICKEL SHOWS: ASK AID. 


Want Council Committee to Ree- 
ommend a Reduction in 


Operating Fees. 


Ganction of theater ticket speculation dy 
an ordinance of the city councll is a possibil- 
ity, following action taken in the matter yes- 
terday by the council license committee. An 
investigation of conditions to ticket 
brokers was ordered by the committee. 

To this end a subcommittee, consisting 
of Ald. Cermak, Bowler, and Krumhols, was 
appointed dy Cheirman Dunn. The subcom- 
mittee ie to seek information so that anordi- 
nance can be drawn up to license and to 
regulate such speculation. 

Ald. Cermak is responsible for the move. 
He introduced into the council an order for 
such an investigation, stating the end de- 
sired. Theelderman said he acted on the 
suggestion of Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Howard W. Hayes, due to representations of 
downtown theater interests. 


Scalping Finds Some Defenders. 

By many persons ticket scaipers are con- 
sidered in a favorable light, but there is « 
strong sentiment against paying such specu- 
lators the half dollar extra for tickets. 

Waterfall & Oppenheim, the latter a broth- 
er-in-law of George W. Lederer of the Co- 
lonial theater, are the most extensive ticket 
opera tors in the city. Owing to Oppenheim’s 
connection this firm has been the object of 
much criticism. 

Another matter taken up by the license 
committee was a protest from u delegation 
of nickel theater operators, headed by D. E. 
Mulvey, president of the Moving Picture Ex- 
hibiters’ association. The delegation pointed 
out that the new amusement license ordi- 
nance would put 100 of their number out of 
business immediately. City Collector Mager- 
stadt spoke in behalf of the operators. 

The committee decided to ask the corpore- 
tion counsel to formulate a plan whereby 
the license fee could be paid as the operators 
desired. 


Reduction in Fee Asked. 


Attorney William A. Cunnea, representing 
fifteen small hotels, asked the license com- 
mittee to protest against the new ordinance 
placing the license fee of “ runners at $150. 
The committee voted to call upon the corpora- 
tion counsel to formulate an amendment that 
would divide runners into two classes, with 
a view to reducing the fee. 

Ald. Fisher, Cermak, and Dailey were ap- 
pointed a subcommittee to consider the pro- 
posal of Ald. Bauler that automobiles be 
taxed according to horse power and not by 
the seating capacity. 

It was decided to ask George W. Jackson 
about the protest of Heventy third street land 
tunnel workmen against the foul airyondi- | 
tions in the tunnel. 

Albert F. Keeney, president of the board of 
local improvements,. yesterday defended the 
board from the inferences to be taken from 
Ald.

ENDS LIFE BECAUSE SISTER 
WAS TO HAVE HIM ARRESTED. 


B. K. Hoagland Before Shooting Him- 
self Writes Note to Wife That He 
Had Fed Their Pet Birds. 


Knowledge that his sister had obtained a 
warrant for his arrest is believed to have 
caused Edward K. Hoagland, 646 Poplar 
avenue, Austin, to commit suicide by shoot- 
ing himself Thursday night. 

At the inquest yesterday Mrs. Hoegiand 
said that her husband became morose when 
he learned that his sister was to have him ar- 
resied on the charge that he struck her dur- 
ing a querrel. 

Walter P. Hoagland testified, however, that 
his brother’s wife had been away from home 
for a couple of days, that he began drinking, 
and war crazed when he shot himself. 

A letter written by Hoagland just before he 
died said, in part: 


Dear Addie: Please give my pipes to my brother. 
You and Helen drove me to this, but I forgive you 
both. 

I just thought of the birds. When I looked in 
their cups I found them both empty, and I filled 
them, so that they would not starve, as I know 
after I am dead no one will think of them for a 
day or two.
